‘We never saw him’ says embassy 


Jerusalem Post Diplomatic Correspondent 

Foreign Ministry officials said yes- 
terday the Ministry's Legal Adviser, 
Dr. Meir Rosenne, would report to the 
Minister within 2 few days on his 
investigation of false press leaks 
from the embassy in London. Dr. 
Rosenne flew to London over the 
weekend and Interviewed embassy 
staff there. 

Stories in the London press last 
week, relylng on sources In the 
embassy, claimed that several senior 
‘diplomats had asked for transfers 
from London because they did not 
wish to work under the ambassador- 
designate, Gideon Rafael, The re- 
ports were denied both In London 


- and in Jerusalem. Mr. Rafael was 


appointed by the Cabinet on Sunday 
and his appointment will be an- 
nounced officially when London has 
formally agreed to it. 

Dr. Rosenne, who returned yester- 
day, is belleved to have conveyed 
to Minister Abba Eban and to 
Director-General Avraham Kidron 
the easence of his findings — but 
officials at the Ministry were keep- 
ing tight-lipped yesterday and said 


‘publication would have to wait until 
his full report was presented. 
While the Foreign Ministry an- 
nounced Dr. Rosenne had been to 
London, the Israel embassy in the 
British capital categorically denied 
it. The spokesman in Jerusalem said 
there was evidently a misunder- 
standing since it was a fact that 
Dr. Rosenne had been to London 
ond returned from there.

London om Thursday and returned 
to Jerusalem on Sunday after in- 
veatigating the press leaks is denied 
completely here. “We did not see 
him, and if he was Investigating 
something. it is hard to understand 
how he could ‘have investigated 
anything without being seen at the 
embassy,” the embazsy declared.

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ARLOSOROFF ANNIVERSARY 


Am Arlosoroff was only 34 
when he died 40 years ago. 
During the last two years of 
his life he wag the head of the 
Political Department of the 
Jewish Agency. He was also 
one of the leading personalities 
of the Mapai party and consi- 
dered one of the most brilliant 
minds in the Yishuv. His murder 
on Tel Aviv'’s seashore struck 
the Yishuv a jor blow. 
. Recently, a series of articles 
appeared concerning his murder 
and the subsequent investiga- 
tion and trial. In the wake of 
these articles, old wounds were 
re-opened. The Liberal and He- 
‘rut parties have asked for an 
official investigation. 

Tt is not unnatural that when 
an attempt is made to reopen a 
painful chapter which is heavily 
weighed down with deep emo- 
tional and political burdens, 
questions should be asked: can 
any genuine public d be serv- 
ed by going into those matters 
again? And when the ests 
are made by political parties in 
an election year, the element of 
suspicion is bound to arise that 
someone is seeking to make 
political profit. 

We had the Lavon Affair to 
bedevil us for many years, and 
nobody can be sure at all that 
that tragic ghost has been finally 
laid. There was the assassina- 
tion of Dr. Kastner, which is 
still fresh in the memory of 
many. And now the parties on 
the right seek to revive the 
memories of a bitter tragedy 
that occurred 40 years ago. 
- This is not the first time that 
such an attempt has been made. 
Some eight years ago the mat- 
ter was aired in the Knesset, 
and Mr. Begin'’s request for a 
judicial inqui was rejected.

since then, and the recent dis-

It was made so by 
the incitement against Dr Arlo- 
soroff that preceded the murder 
and by the even greater flood of 
recriminations and accusations 
that followed it and made the 
establishment of ‘the truth and 
only the truth” so desperately 
difficult. To expect greater suc- 
cess 40 years later is naive. 
Many of the people involved are 
uo longer alive. The chances of 
finding evidence hitherto un- 
known are slim. Furthermore, 
one of those who were accused 
may sue Secretary-General 
of the Histadrut for libel in con- 
nection with repeating the old 
accusation which could force the 
courts to dig into the old files. 
When political passions are 
spent and party calculations no 
longer prevail, historians may be 
able to place that date—June 16, 
1933—into a more suitable per- 
spective. But even now, 40 years 
later, it is not enough to think 
only of the political and partisan 
aspects of that tragedy: that 
night, this country, and Jewry 
as a whole, lost a man of great 
talent who ight have served 
his nation in high positions..

IT know of very few 
Praying on the
